A victory for moderation and the 
Republican group which comprises. 
Democrats, Centrists and Socialists, 
was forecast today on the eve of 
Germany's national election. 


For the second time this year, 


electors will choose a new reichstag 
at the polls tomorrow. Simultane- 
ously state elections will be held 
in Prussia and Hesse. 


While there are 20 or more po- 


litical parties with candidates for 
parliament, including a "Women's 
party' 'and a party of-"Dwelling 
hunters," the issue is between ex- 
tremists on the right and left a_nd 
the parties of moderation which 
will uphold the republic and the 
experts'-plan-

compelled to vote at elections fo 
men who receive the nomination 
at the primaries.

in the preceding primary. 


"I would like to see this bil 


passed so that if the voter did no 
register and vote at the primary 
unless, of course, he had some rea 
sonable excuse, it would bar'him 
from taking part in the election 
If he fails to vote at the primaries 
it would bar him from voting for 
three more years.

A Comprehensive Message 
The careful reader 
of the President's 


message on "the state of the Union," is im- 
pressed by the sweeping view he takes of 
the nation's moral as well as its material 
interests, and bis sympathetic expression of 
wishes and hopes for their betterment na- 
tionally and Individually, says the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. It is' Impossible in one state 
paper to cover all the aspirations of each of 
a hundred million minds and hearts. In a 
general way the President has covered a 
broad scope, and specifically he has drawn 
attention to many 
important problems, 


other than finance, taxation and transpor- 
tation, that are in the minds of forward- 
looking citizens. 


President Coolidgc discusses the agricul- 


tural situation with utmost consideration 
for the improvement of conditions in that 
important function of national life which 
suffered so grievously in the post-war ad- 
justment. Intimately associated with this 
are his pleas for national aid in reclamation 
of arid lands to productive fertility, the con- 
trol of floods, the extension of waterways 
improvements and the conversion of Mus- 
cle Shoals and other government water 
power developments to the public benefit 
and •welfare. 


In the field of sociology the President 


stresses the need for reforms in the con- 
duct of prisont and reformatory 
institu- 


tions, extension of the National Police Bu- 
reau for the detection, prevention and con- 
trol of crime. He points to the necessity 
for legislation for the speeding of justice 
and the broadening of the welfare work of 
the Government in all the territories, in- 
cluding its charities and its correctional ef- 
forts. 
He emphasizes the Importance of 


pressing forward the economic and social 
interests of wage earner* and the depend- 
ent veterans of our wars. He urges broad- 
ening of opportunities for the negro to ele- 
vate himself In the citizenery of the nation. 


On the same line, but in the international 


field, the President stresses the movements 
for the extension of peace, the disarmament 
of the agencies of war and the development 
of a system of international law and the 
creation of an international court of justice 
'to facilitate progress toward these ends. 


It is, indeed, a comprehensive review that 


the President has made of "the state of the 
the Union." Plainly, he has given thought- 
ful consideration to suggestions for relief 
from disturbing conditions in all phases of 
national life to reasonable measures to pro- 
mote the welfare of all the people, material- 
ly and socially.

cist! had supplanted one objectionable gov- 
ernment by offering another of a similar 
character. The hour for the supreme test of 
this theory of government is about ready to 
strike thruout Italy, and it is important 
both for the future of Fascism and for the 
people of Italy that the lines be clearly 


derstood to mean that the majority 
has 


spoken in terms that require complete ad- 
hesions to the will of the people. If popular 
government is to remain the people them- 
selvs must rule.

EXPECT ROW AT LEAGUE 


MEETING 


By HENRY L. FARRELL, 


NEW YORK—(By United Press)—Renewal of sniping warfare 


In several old .politic*! fends and the opening of hostility in new 
sector* are expected here next week when the annual meetings of tt 
major league club owners will put baseball back In print for sevcra 
djys. 


The National and American League club owners are to have 


their annual family gatherings and then a joint meeting between 
the magnates of the two leagues with Commissioner Landis will com 
plete the argument, battle, massacre or whatever it is to be. 


The New York Giant scandal, whicft resulted in the bouncing of 


Cozy Dolan and Jimmy O'Connell, caused old enmities to flare out 
and developed new dissensions that threaten to convert into a bitter 
fight what bad looked like the first real peaceful sessions in tcveral 
years. 


When Landis won a decision over Ban Johnson, president of the 


American League during the winter meetings in Chicago last year, 
major league baseball seemed to have shaken off the political trou. 
bles that had caused petty bickerings since Landis was forced into 
the saddle and Johnson was tossed out on the turf. 
• The Giant scandal, just before tbe. world's series, enabled John- 


son to get back on bis feet and pull out a couple of rods which he 
shot promiscuously in all directions for several days with most of 
the explosives directed at Landis .and John McGraw. 


Landis is not a "peace at any price fellow" by any means and 


Johnson «a!,l so many things about the gray-thatched ex-jurist that 
tke commissioner hardly will feel like passing them over, even if he 
believes Bnd bis supporters know that the charges against him came 
from a source that has not been responsible at all times in the past 
and that has been far from consistent at any time. 


When Johnson was directing the assault against Landis during 


the world's series, he found an ally in Barney Dreyfuss, the owner 
of the Pittsburgh Pirates, who threw several grenades at the portly 
John McGraw and who had an open battle of words with Landis in 
the lobby of a Washington hotel. 


McGraw is not the type to let Drey fuss get away with tho verbal 


swings at his jaw without employing several counters and it seems 
that the political troubles that havo made a battleground out of the 
American League for five years may spread to tbe peaceful territory 
of the National League. 


There have been some reports that Dreyfuss would welcome 


help from other club owners to have John A. Hcydler relieved as 
president of the National League. 
There is no doubt that the Pitts- 


burgh chief is opposed to Heydler, because the National League pres- 
ident is one of the principal supporters of Landis, but there is also 
no doubt that Dreyfuss will be unable to recruit enough help to 
keep the league from offering Heydler a new contract. 


It Is understood that the majority of the National League own- 


ers are so satisfied with the administration of Iteydlcr that they are 
prepared to act favorably upon a resolution to give him a long-term 
contract, at an advance in salary- A poll of the magnates indicated 
that Boston .will propose the raise for Heydler. that St. Louis will 
second the motion and that Cincinnati, Brooklyn and New York will 
vote in the affirmative. 


Ban Johnson's zeal in insisting that the world's series should 


have been called off, which would have robbed tbe glory and the 
profit of his best friend's first championship, may cause some of the 
American League club owners to rally behind Clarke Griffith and 
give Johnson at least a reprimand. It was reported somo time ago 
that Johnson would be asked to resign and that Col. Til Huston, 
former half-owner of the New York Yankees, would be put up as his 
successor, but this rumor was denied generally. Tbe magnates are 
said to be of the opinion that they can give Johnson a spanking and 
hold a threat over him that will keep him quiet in the future
